How the Linotype Was Discovered 

The biggest invention in printing 
since Gutenberg pulled the first press 
proof is. not many years old, Most 
printers remember when hand com- 
position was the rule, and’many: of 
them know how it was at first laughed 
at, as most new inventions aré.. W. 
D, Eaton tells in August Canada 
Monthly how he came across. it’ and 
its inventor, “One evening in the 
Ebbitt house at Washington,” says 
Mr. Katon, ‘“‘Major W. 8. Peabody, a 
retired army man, told mé about a 
machine in Baltimore that he thought 
had pretty big possibilities. I went 
to Baltimore uext day and found 
there the first rudimentary linotype 
machine. Jt was not known as the 
linotype then. I gave it the name 
afterward. It was in trouble and a 
little shop near the water front. The 
printers wouldn’t look at it. 

“It appealed to me at sight as. the 
first practical thing up to that time 
produced with a view to substituting 
mechanical composition for hand work 
in straight reading matter, and in that 
I was wholly right, as results have 
shown. I dropped everything else 
and worked fourteen months to pull 
it into the world —'and succeeded, 
though for eight months I had to take 
laughter for my pains, and thea for 
six months fight for a bargain with 
a group of peop'e in Washington who 
owned it, and who, without some 
such deliverance, would probably 
have owned it to this day. It was a 
rocky road that had no turning un- 
til’I finally won the interest and aid 
of Melville E. Stone, now general 
manager of the Associated Press, 
then editor of the Chicago Daily 
News. Mr. Stone interested Victor 
Lawgon, his partner. Whitelaw Ried 
soon joined us, and after that there 
was little difficulty. 

“Tt turned out to be revolutionary 
in the printing trade. It is used all 
over the world now.

Practically one may take 
as an average of Peruvian production 
per acre 484.4 pounds against the high- 
est average in the United States of 
America of 308 pounds, in Egypt of

ments” the writer thinks that Peru is 
the country “of all the world which of- 
fers the best conditions for, the indus- 
try today, and these conditions are ca- 
pable of ‘betterment not alone in the 
direction of increazed zones of cul- 
‘tivation, but in that of intensive cul- 
tivation as well.”
